Katherine Hale, 
the Toronto writer, on her latest 
western trip has discovered “Trochu 
valley,” where a colony of French 
aristrocrats settled about half a cen¬ 
tury ago,,and are still attracting oth 
er families of the same social stra¬ 
tum from the old land. These delight¬ 
ful French people .of Trochu, have 
-mingled their inherited customs with 
the demands of the new land, and are 
becoming real Canadians. Again 
Miss Hale visited in the district of 
Fort Saskatchewan where a British 
colony thrives and where young Brit¬ 
ishers are trained, in western farm¬ 
ing. Here flourishes Lord Rodney’s 
pleasant home, which has grown 
from a humble shack, purely through 
the labors of Lord Rodney and his 
wife. The farm is also a training 
school and from it have graduated 
Prince Charles D’Orleans, a nephew 
of King Albert of Belgium, the Honor 
able John StanTby, Lord Edward Mon 
tagu and numerous others who in 
their farming life are indistinguish¬ 
able from ther neighbors. Katherine 
Hale looks upon our western prairie 
as a great melting pot into which are 
thrown aristocrat, peasant, and mid¬ 
dle class, almost all emerging trium¬ 
phant and "prairie touched."

RICH MAN—POOR MAN 


It is said that the prevalent com¬ 
plaint of young people nowadays is 
too much garage and too little wood¬ 
shed. President Eliot of Harvard to¬ 
ward the end of his life, wrote graph 
ically on the advantages of being the 
son of a poor family. He described 
how a strong young lad of fourteen 
in order to help his family plowed, 
harrowed, 'sawed and split wood, 
fished and carried water. Such a lad 
has securities against laziness, self¬ 
fishness and self indulgence, and has 
inducements to diligence and helpful¬ 
ness. He knows that he will have to 
work and have his own living to 
make, and that all depends on his 
own efforts. He learns early to dis¬ 
tinguish between transitory and dur¬ 
able satisfactions. He is not enfeeb¬ 
led by the pampering that comes 
from comfort and luxury. There 
seems to be everywhere the ctmvic- 
tion that wealth is sure to spoil the 
younger generation. Philip Armor, 
Charles Sawab, Rockafeller and Car¬ 
negie were all apprehensive of the 
result of their wealth. Yet with all 
this incentive for the old people to 
stay poor in order to benefit their 
children, they still persist in strug¬ 
gling out of that condition if possible 
And in Canada at any rate wealth 
has not yet attained the state of be¬ 
ing a public curse. In most boys’ 
lives, there is still a woodshed, or 
something that corresponds. 


TRAINING YOUNG PEOPLE 


A Village College is to be built at 
Sawston in England. It will be used 
as a public school and college for the 
villages round. On the vocational 
side it will give instruction in hedg¬ 
ing, ditching, thatching and rick mak 
ing and in veterinary science and the 
use of agrcultural machinery. Dem- 
stration work will be done on sur¬ 
rounding farms. The girls will be 
trained practically in domestic econ¬ 
omy. Adults will also be trained in 
humanitarian work and life problems. 
Lectures, broadcast programs, debat¬ 
ing and dramatic societies, choral 
classes and folk dancing will also get 
great attention. The whole idea is 
to create a fine rural experiment, in 
training young people for their act¬ 
ual tasks in life. The college is to a 
vital part of all child and adult life, 
the centre of every community en¬ 
deavor and an advance in practical 
education. 


GRITS LOSE A “BRYAN" 


A sixteen year old William Jen¬ 
nings Bryan has deserted the ranks 
of the Liberals and is organizing 
youthful Conservative Clubs in On¬ 
tario; the youthful members of which 
will be voters in a few short years. 
This boy, James Ross, is a native 
born Albertan, now living in Lindsay 
Ontario. He recently addressed the 
Ontario Conservative Association in 
Toronto and his remarkable gifts of 
oratory compelled the admiration of 
many prominent men including Hj>n. 
R. R. Bonnet He comes of strong 
Liberal parentage, but his reading 
has convinced him that the Conserva¬ 
tive policies are the best for a young 
country. So he is a.powerful desert¬ 
er from the Liberal ranks, in his ra¬ 
pacity as organizer of Conservative 
Clubs amongst the young people.

, NATURALIZATION 

Uow isolated and out of tune with 
his surroundings, a man must feel, 
who is not a citizen either by birth or 
naturalization, of the country in 
which he lives. He is not living fully 
politically speaking. He is cut off 
from the natural free born rights of 
a voter, law maker, juror, office hold¬ 
er. He wanders lonely. The present 
Naturalization Act was passed in 
1914. Any person naturalized in any 
part of the Empire under the Act is 
recognized as a British citizen 
throughout the world. The condi¬ 
tions of naturalization are one year’s 
residence in Canada and the preced¬ 
ing four years either in Canada or in 
some part of the j-Empire, applicant 
of good character and having ade¬ 
quate knowledge of either English or 
French. An amendment to this Act 
was introduced last session- and pas¬ 
sed by the House but rejected by the 
Senatg. A provision was made for 
sixty days notice of applicaion for 
naturalization and the application to 
be signed by three reputable citizens. 
Some further suggested amendments 
may be made at later sessions. 


MOTORDOM 


Twenty years has worked great 
changes in motordom. Today you 
ride all Sunday afternoon watching 
the stop-light of the car in front of 
you. Twenty years ago the autoist 
spent most of the afternoon lying on 
his back under thAcar and wondering 
where in the world all the extra bolts 
came from.

Anybody— 
a blacksmith, a broken down politic¬ 
ian, a steamfitter or anyone who 
knew a hub cap from a spark plug, 
posed as an auto mechanic, and very 
often managed to do considerable 
damage before he was through “re¬ 
pairing.”

SUPERVISING UNITS 

Helpful supervision is most neces¬ 
sary for schools, • more particularly 
for the rural school, where young 
teachers as a rule make their start, j 
Supervision is distinct from inspec-. 
tion, whch is -an official visit twice a 
year. In supervision, the object aim- j 
ed at is an encouragement and 
strengthening 'of the efforts of the 
beginning teacher. A supervisor 
would have a fre e hand to visit most 
frequently those who need it most. 
One supervisor might handle thirty- j 
five schools, visiting some much more I 
frequently than others. He would be 
able to detect .weak spots and to di- | 
rect the teachers’ enthusiasm. He j 
need make few official records and 
need report only very occasionally to I 
the inspectors on his findings. _ 

DISCOURAGE CRIME 


Many upright citizens would be as¬ 
tonished to learn that they are en- 
couragers of crime. But carelessness 
and gullibility on the part of well- 
meaning people, keeps many swind¬ 
lers flourishing. It is so ridiculously 
easy to be dishonest when easy marks 
will cash cheques for strangers, carry 
great sums of money upon their per¬ 
sons, buy real estate without inves¬ 
tigating the proposition; lend money 
to people of doubtful honesty, leave 
automobiles unprotected and so on. 
If people fail to -exercise caution in 
these (natters, no amount of police 
protection can safe-guard them. If 
pickings were poor, there would be 
less dishonesty.* To a great extent it 
is up to the average citizen to exer¬ 
cise good judgment in his actions.

IMPRESSIONS 

Bird’s Eye View of European Nations 
by Premier Ferguson 


An article by Premier Ferguson 
appears in the current issue of Mac¬ 
leans, which is rich in impressions 
gained from his visit last summer in 
Europe. The following are extracts 
which should be of interest to all 
Canadians: 

Germany 

“The German people believe in 
hard work. Men, women and children 
Work in the fields from dawn till dark 
They work long hours in factories. 
They have marvellous forestry 
schemes. Not a waste acre anywhere 
No man may cut his forest at will, 
but must consult the government as 
to what may be cut. Within a reason 
ably short time I am sure the Ger¬ 
man people will say to the League of 
Nations “This hive is filled—we must 
swarm—#e are entitled to go some¬ 
where.” And the whole problem will 
be before the world’s court again. 

Denmark 

I saw a farm in Denmark, of ten 
acres, maintaining a man, his wife 
and three'chidren. On the ton acres 
he had three cows, pigs and some 
chickens and was living comfortably. 
Farms run mostly from 25 to 50 
acres. Eighty-seven per cent of the 
country^: produc tion is in agr iculture. 
The Danish educational system is in¬ 
teresting. One type of school is “The 
People’s School,” subsidized bv the 
government. In winter they take 
boys from 17 to 22, in summer girls 
of similar age. They give a little 
academic training but emphasize lit¬ 
erature and history. The pupils are 
impressed with national consciousness 
with the breadth of vision of the men 
who have gone before. There is in¬ 
tense patriotism there as in Holland. 

Sweden and Norway 

The Swedish are a splendid thrifty, 
cleanly,"'progressive, intelligent peo- 
pe. Nowhere have I seen such uni¬ 
formly splendid barns, and practical¬ 
ly every farm building is painted. 
These buildings are mostly red with 
white trimmings, and set in green 
forests,' are a spectacle of beauty. 
Three outstanding features of its pro 
gress are its forestry and mfftal in¬ 
dustries and its wonderful power ex¬ 
pansion. Though I ha'd little time in 
Norway, I did satisfy myself that 
they have a surplus population. They 
are splendid industrious, thrifty peo¬ 
ple looking for opportunities in a new 
land. 

Nee4 Truth About Canada 

If Canada is to get immigration 
there should be more truthful stories 
about existing conditions in this coun 
try. Everywhere I visited transpor¬ 
tation offices, I asked for literature 
about Ontario. Some agents had 
never heard of the place. And all 
Canadian literature was devoted to 
western harvests and cattle ranches. 
There was nothing to $how any of 
the real diversity of occupation that 
exists in Canada. 

Rritains Cure for Ailments 

Three years ago Mr. Baldwin said 
that the greatest remedy to better 
conditions was research and investi¬ 
gation to improve methods of manu¬ 
facture and eliminate waste. Last 
year she spent $15,000,000 in research 
It is conquering some of the most dif 
ficult problems, and reviving the at¬ 
mosphere of prosperity. They are al¬ 
so transplanting population within 
the country with training farms to 
absorb children of coal regions. 

Today also there is a different out¬ 
look of imperial consolidation. Britain 
no longer regards her dominions as a 
storehouse of raw material, but as 
great potential factors of the Empire 
Witness the Empire Marketing Board 
to bind the Empire more closely. The 
British Treasury contributes to inves¬ 
tigation in agriculture at Guelph, 
Ontario. 

The Migration Question 

Why should we require four or five 
sheets of family history and statistics 
for the admission of immigrants?' 
This inquisition leaves an unfavor¬ 
able repression in the old country. If 
they are sound in wind and limb and 
willing to work, that might well com¬ 
plete the investigation. Once they 
realize the effect of these little irri¬ 
tating things, the Ottawa officials 
will simplify matters and we will get 
our share of splendid manhood.

In Connection With the Proposed 
Changes in Rural .School 
Administration 


It is submitted that this province 
might be divided into areas suffcient- 
ly large to establish a fair and equi¬ 
table system of taxation, taking into 
account the presence of rivers, moun¬ 
tain ranges and other natural fea¬ 
tures. Each area so created (call it a 
county) would have its own school 
board and appoint its own teachers 
and supervising officers, with powers 
of self-government over which the 
Department of Education might have 
rather broad discretionary powers of 
control. If this were finally decided 
upon, rural schools and teachers 
would lose much of their present iso¬ 
lation; th e teachers would be brought 
into fellowship with the entire teach¬ 
ing force throughout the county, 
working in sympathy and co-opera¬ 
tion with and under the guidance of 
specialists. The system of supervis¬ 
ion would then really supplement the 
work of normal schools and each un¬ 
it would have an incentive to raise its 
schools to the highest possible degree. 

In Great Britain and in many 
parts of the United States there are 
county units which vary greatly in 
size and number of schools under 
their control. It is where the strong 
form of county control exists with 
some degree of government control, 
that the teaching service is best per* 
formed. It is here, obviously^ where 
the best systems of supervision pre¬ 
vail and it is generally recognized 
that no way of improving the teach¬ 
ing service in rural districts with so 
little expense has been devised; the 
quality of instruction responds more 
rapidly to effective supervision than 
to any of the ragency.—Educational 
Bureau, Teachers Alliance. 


The province of B. C. was omitted 
from the wholesale and retail indict¬ 
ment of Canadian young people, in 
which Miss Duff, W.C.T.U.secretary 
for Ontario, indulged at Boston. But 
a B.C. resident feeling that Alberta 
girls as he has'lTnown them have 
been unjustly attacked, sends a de¬ 
fense of them to the Calgary Herald. 
He thinks in spite of Miss Duff, that 
they are very worthy people. 


At Colpitts ranch, 18 miles, west of 
Calgary, Holsteins, fo.xos and lambs 
are woven into a unified scheme, says 
the Country Guide. “The two Colpitt 
))PnTtier.s started in 1913 with three 
breeding foxes. Today this founda¬ 
tion stock has grown to popu¬ 
late thirteen fox ranches from New¬ 
foundland to Alberta. The Calgary 
ranch has 1600 foxes on it, and last 
year the sale of pelts alone from this 
ranch brought $40,000. This appar¬ 
ently is a better- business than grow¬ 
ing wheat. The board bill means 
four horses a day, the year round, 
which are bought mostly from the 
Indians. They seldom cost $10 and 
the hide goes to the tanner, while ev¬ 
en the bones are ground up for the 
foxes. Also they must be fed eggs. 
Last year Colpitt’s were feeding 108 
dozen eggs a week. Rabbits also in 
abundance as many as can be got-. 
Once a day from March to November 
the foxes get a feed of diread and 
milk. They prefer whole wheat 
bread. 

For feeding the best milk, there is 
a herd of lOo purebred Holsteins. 
Much of the milk from this herd .of 
course finds its way to Calgary dair¬ 
ies. The ranch books show the cost 
of upkeep for the foxes to average 
two cents a day the year round. The 
lambs are not entirely an ornamental 
feature, but are paying propositions 
and lead a most placid, brotherly 
life with the foxes. Just one precau¬ 
tion is taken in this peaceful atmos¬ 
phere. When young foxes are put to 
pasture, they are caught and their 
tusks clipped to save damaged hides. 

The Colpitts are confident of a pelt 
raising future. Some of their pelts 
have sold in Montreal for $375. They 
are reputed to have made a million 
out of silver foxes. However that 
may be it is supremely successful.

The only serious- 
thing in the grain situation s the 
grade of gran which dropped in too 
many cases to six and feed.” 

The Eiks of Okotox- will hold an¬ 
other big special meeting at tKeir 
lodge rooms on December 11 in the 
evening. Strathmore Lodge will pay 
a fraternal visit and there will be 
Elks from High River, Nanton, Cal¬ 
gary, Stavely and Vulcan in attend¬ 
ance. 

The Great Northern Railway own¬ 
ers of the Prince of W*aies Hotel at 
Waterton, is entering on a most ex¬ 
tensive campaign of advertising Wat¬ 
erton.
